Humbly complaining your petitioner, fhe State Bank & Trust Com- 
pany, a corporation, organized and existing under the laws of the 
State of Kentucky,would respectfully represent amd show unto your 
Honor as follows, that heretofore, to-wit, at the September term of 
the County Court of Madison County, Kentucky, in the year 1903, your 
petitioner was appointed and qualified as gusrdian for Louise Ewing 
Richmond,then an infant of two years of age and who now is still an 
infant, and as such guardian entered into bond for the faithful per- 
formance of its trust as guardian of the said infant, which quelifi- 
cation said court permits to be made without security on the part of 
your complainant, (Such course being authorized by the laws of the 


State of Kentucky),as will more fully appear by a transcript of the 


record of said anvointment duly authenticated according to Section 


3342 of the Code of Virginia, and herewith filed as part of this 
petition as Bxhibit No.l. 

Your petitioner would further represent am show unto your Honor 
that afterwards,to-wit, at the December Rules,1909, of the Circuit 
Court of Lee County it filed a bill for the purpose of having sold 
an undivided interest which said infant had in the lands which de= 
scended to its father from his mother, which suit is still pending 
in the Circuit Court of Lee County under the style of The State Bank 
& Trust Company,guardian, &c. Vs. Louise Ewing Richmond and others, 
nat there was a decree entered in said cause confirming the sale of 
the undivided interest of said infant in said land to Robt. J. eis 
at the price of $1479.20,with interest thereon from January lst,1910, 
that the fund derived from the sale of said land is still in tne hand 
and under the control and direction of the Circuit Court of Lee Count. 
that the said infant is a resident of the State of Kentucky and that 


your petitioner is now the lawfully appointed and duly qualified puer- 





dian of the said infant in the said State of Kentucxy,and that it is 
to the interest of the said infant to have ihe said fund removed to 
the said County and State where your petitioner, guardian for said 
infant, resides. 

Your petitioner would further represent and show unto your Honor 
that it has procured the consent of all the persons residing in the 
State of Virginia who would be the heirs of said infant if she were 
dead,as will more fully appear by the written consent of the said 
prospective heirs of the said infant which are herewith filed as 
part of this bill as Exhibit No. @. 

Your petitioner would further represent and show unto your Honor 
that the said land,of which sale was made as hereinbefore stated,was 
a tract of land which descended to the father of the said infant frmm 
its gprand-mother,Mary J. Richmond,consisting of a one-seventh undi- 
vided interest therein,and that if the said infant should die,under 
the laws of descents and distribution in the State of Virginia, the 
same would descend to the brothers and sisters of John B. Richmond, 
father of said infant,or their heirs. And your petitioner states 
that said heirs are as follows: Jas. S. B. Richmond, a resident of 
the State of Virginia. H.C.T. Richmond,also a resident of tie State of 
Virginia. Hattie Richmond Ledford,wife of Robert Ledford,a citizen of 
Virginia. Mary Neill MeLin and Adelia Lee Mechin,infant children of 
Rachel McLin,aunt of the said infant and sister of the said J.B. 
Richmond,who are residents of the state of Virginia. Mary L. McLin, 
wife of J. Blair Mchin,’ a resident of the State of Kentucky. Jas. H. 
Richmond and H.9%.T. Richmond,children of N.E.Richmond,who was a brother 
of the said Jas. B. Richmond, and Uncle of the said infant,who are 
non-residents of the State of Virginia. As it is impossible to secure 
the consent of the two Kem<resident infant children, your petitioner 
deems it unnecessary to procure said consent as it is advised that 
the court will not require an impossible thing to be done.
